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Introduction 


Through the Multiculturalism Programs, Multiculturalism 
and Citizenship Canada offers grants and contributions to 
organizations, institutions and individual Canadians for 
eligible activities in the areas of Race Relations and Cross- 
Cultural Understanding, Community Support and 
Participation, and Heritage Cultures and Languages. 


Eligible activities are those which recognize Canada’s 
multicultural reality and contribute to the equitable 
participation of all Canadians in the social, economic, 
cultural and political life of Canada. This brochure gives 
you an overview of the three Multiculturalism programs.

General Information 


If you wish to apply, we encourage you to contact the office of the 
Department nearest to you to discuss your proposal and to obtain 
assistance in applying. We will then send you a General Application 
Form, a Guide to the Funding Application Form, and one or more of 
our six Guides for Applicants. 


Only projects with a definite Canadian focus can be 


recommended for funding. 


You should note that there may be ceilings in certain granting 
areas, and that no project will be funded to 100% of cost. Salaries or 
honoraria of elected officials of an organization, hospitality and 
capital costs are ineligible budget items. 


Travel costs outside Canada are also ineligible. Exceptions may 
be considered if such costs are essential to the Canadian content of 


the project. 


Assessment of your application may take from four to six 
months from the time we receive your application, depending on 
the nature of your project and the assessment procedures. 


It is your responsibility to ensure that your application is 
received in time to allow assessment. No funding will be provided 


after the start of a project. 


Race Relations and Cross-Cultural Understanding Program 


The Race Relations and Cross-Cultural Understanding Program is 
designed to foster the elimination of racism and racial 
discrimination in Canada. The program supports Canadian 
institutions in adapting to Canada’s multicultural reality, and 
promotes among Canadians generally an appreciation and 
acceptance of the principles of multiculturalism, together with a 
willingness to implement them. 

Projects and activities must directly address the problems of 
racism or racial discrimination. 

There are three components under Race Relations and ae 
Cultural Understanding: 


1. Public Education and Cross-Cultural Understanding 


This component supports public education and cross-cultural 
training activities in communities, schools and other settings. It 
promotes activities which inform and sensitize the public to the 
benefits and implications of Canada’s multicultural society as well 
as to the negative impact of racism and prejudice. 

Eligible activities include: 

M initiatives related to March 21st, the International Day for the 
Elimination of Racial Discrimination; 

@ workshops and seminars; 

m research on race relations and the participation of visible 
minorities in Canadian society; 

m the development and distribution of resource training 

materials dealing with anti-racist or cross-cultural education. 


2. Institutional Change 


Funding under this component helps Canadian institutions adapt 
to Canadas multicultural diversity. 

Eligible activities may include: 

H proposals for innovative, comprehensive institutional 

change to reflect multicultural needs and representation; 

a development and implementation of appropriate policies, 
programs and practices for institutional change; 

m dissemination of information with respect to institutional 
change processes that may be useful to other institutions; 

# workshops or conferences dealing with institutional 

change in sectors such as justice, education or media. 


3. Community Advocacy 


This component provides funding support to issue based 
community organizations for projects which assist them in 
eliminating racial discrimination in Canada. | 
Eligible activities include: 

m conferences, workshops and seminars; 

m developing initiatives to promote institutional change; 

m research. 

Who can apply? 

m non-profit, voluntary, broadly based community groups and 
coalitions that have as their primary focus the elimination of racial 
discrimination and the promotion of equality and cross-cultural 
understanding, and that enjoy support from the communities most 


concerned; 
gw individuals who are Canadian citizens or permanent residents of 


Canada; 


m associations, non-profit institutions and other levels of 
government. 


Community Support and Participation 


The purpose of the Community Support and Participation 
Program is to support the integration of individuals and 
communities from Canada’s ethnocultural and visible minorities 
through their full and equitable participation in Canadian life. This 


objective is realized through two components: 


1. Community Support (CS): 


The goal of the CS program component is to help ethnocultural 
and visible minority groups develop as fully integrated communities _ 
within Canadian society. 
Eligible activities are those which assist ethnocultural and 

visible minority communities: 
m to identify the participation and developmental needs of all of 
their members, including those of youth, women, seniors, and 
persons with disabilities; 
m to communicate these needs to governments, to mainstream 
institutions and to other groups in Canadian society; 
m to develop activities for addressing these needs through 
community action or in partnership with others; 
m to develop and strengthen community-based organizations that 
are responsive to community needs. 
Who can apply? 
# non-profit, voluntary, community-based organizations, 
democratically constituted and supported by the 
ethnocultural and visible minority communities they serve. 
m national ethnocultural organizations; 
B local/regional ethnocultural organizations; 
@ multicultural centres and associations. 

Priority is given to representative organizations serving a broad 
range of needs in each community, to projects by coalitions of such 


organizations wishing to address specific issues common to their 
communities and to new and emerging groups. 


2. Citizenship and Community Participation (CCP): 


The goal of the CCP program component is to promote and assist 
the integration and participation in Canadian society of first- 
generation Canadians still facing difficulties related to their 
immigration experience. 

Eligible activities include: 

m the acquisition of knowledge and skills necessary for 

full participation in Canadian society; 

@ the adaptation of health, social and other public services so that 
they are culturally sensitive and fully accessible; 

m the development and delivery of appropriate programming by 
service agencies to address these needs; and 

m the removal of other barriers to participation in Canadian life 
resulting from the immigration experience, including those faced 
by women, youth and seniors. 

Who can apply? 

# non-profit, voluntary agencies that are recognized service 
providers to immigrants. Such agencies must demonstrate a 
capacity to deliver programs which meet the participation needs of 
first-generation Canadians. These include multicultural centres, 
ethnocultural immigrant-serving centres, immigrant settlement 
agencies, and other local community organizations; 

m immigrant and visible minority women’s organizations, 
including umbrella organizations that represent women from 
minority communities; 

Other applicants may be considered for demonstration, 
innovative or developmental projects which are judged to have a 
particularly significant impact and are supported by the people they 
are intended to serve. 
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Heritage Cultures and Languages Program 


The Heritage Cultures and Languages Program offers grants and 
contributions and undertakes special initiatives to provide greater 
opportunity and equal access to Canadas arts, cultural institutions 
and industries for artists from a diversity of cultural backgrounds. 
In addition, it assists the development of and appreciation for 
creative and artistic works that reflect the diversity characterizing 
our cultural and artistic life. This Program also supports scholarly 
research and the study of all aspects of ethnicity, as well as the 
learning and promotion of heritage languages. 

The overall aim of the Heritage Cultures and Languages 
Program is to promote the development and expression of heritage 
cultures and languages as an integral part of Canadian identity and 
of Canada’s artistic, cultural and academic life. This objective is 
achieved through three components: 


1. Creative and Cultural Expression 


This component encourages and supports projects which provide 
opportunity for cultural minority artists and which make a 
contribution to the performing, visual, literary and media arts in 
Canada. 

Eligible projects include: 

™ apprenticeships in the arts; 

H artists in the schools; 

@ performing and visual arts; 

w broadcasting, film and audio-visual; 

m writing; 

m translation; 

m publishing; 

H promotional activities. 


2. Canadian Ethnic Studies 


Under this component, funding promotes and supports scholarly 
research, advanced studies and the development of fgets 
resources relating to ethnicity in Canada. 

Eligible activities include: 

m scholarly research in Canadian ethnic studies; 

m@ visiting lectureships; 

m= Canadian ethnic studies conferences; 

a fellowships; 

mw chairs and programs of study. 

All applications under this component are handled by the national 
office in Ottawa and are assessed by an academic advisory 
committee which meets three times per year. 


3. Heritage Languages 


Funding under this component promotes the learning of heritage 
languages, assists teacher development, and helps produce 
curriculum resources with a Canadian content. 

Eligible activities include: 

mw heritage language teacher training seminars; 

m heritage language curriculum materials development; 

m research related to heritage language learning; 

™ promotion of the value of heritage AES 

Who can apply? 

m individuals who are Canadian citizens or permanent residents in 
Canada; 

m Canadian organizations, associations, institutions, and other 
levels of government; 

m Canadian companies and corporations such as publishing houses 
for recovery of projected deficits on eligible projects. 

Most projects in the Heritage Cultures and Languages Program are 
assessed by independent evaluators with expertise in the given area, 
and usually through a competitive process.
